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Walmart shooter 
to plead guilty to 
reduced charges

STANFORD — The 
Ftarrodsburg man accused 
of shooting at a Stanford 
police officer after shoplift¬ 
ing from Walmart in August 
2012 was scheduled to 
plead “guilty, but mentally 
ill” to reduced charges in 
Lincoln County court 
Wednesday. 

Jackie N. Murphy, 

72, has a motion on 
file with the Lincoln 
County courts, asking 
for a re-arraignment 
on two charges of 
first-degree wanton endan- 
germent. Murphy was origi¬ 
nally charged with attempt¬ 
ed murder of a police officer 
and one count of wanton 
endangerment. 

Attempted murder is a 
Class B felony, punishable 
by up to 20 years in prison, 
while first-degree wanton 
endangerment is a Class D 
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felony, punishable by up to 
fives years in prison. 

Court documents filed in 
advance of the Dec. 18 hear¬ 
ing allege Murphy 
suffers from “cogni¬ 
tive impairment with 
dementia of the 
Alzheimer’s type,” 
“seizure disorder,” 
“anxiety disorder” 
and “post-traumatic 
stress disorder.” Murphy is 
a veteran of the Vietnam 
War. 

Murphy allegedly tried to 
shoplift from the Stanford 
Walmart around mid-day 
Aug. 20, 2012. Fie was 
detained by Walmart staff.

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Man charged with 
escaping Lincoln jail

STANFORD — A 
Hustonville man has been 
charged with felony escape 
from the Lincoln County 
Regional Jail after allegedly 
failing to return to the jail 
while on work 
release. 

Shelba Moore, 40, 
faces one count of 
second-degree escape. 

He was arrested Nov. 

21 after allegedly fail¬ 
ing to return to the jail 
Nov. 18. 

A criminal complaint 
against Moore filed by 
Deputy Jailer Rodney Elam 
alleges Moore was “let out 
that morning to go (to) work 
and was to return at approxi¬ 
mately 6 p.m.” But Moore 
apparently did not return. 

Moore called Elam at the 
jail on Nov. 21, two days 


after he was supposed to 
have returned, and “stated 
that he had been fired from 
his job and was wondering if 
he should return to the jail,” 
according to the criminal 
complaint. 

“Deputy Elam told 
(Moore) that he should come 
back to the jail,” the 
complaint reads. “At 
that point, the deputy 
realized that the 
defendant should 
have been back at 6 
p.m. on Monday and 
he had escaped from 
the jail while on work 
release.” 

Moore, who was serving 
time for cultivating marijua¬ 
na when he allegedly 
escaped, was being held in 
the jail without bond as of 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Jailer David Gooch could 
not be reached for comment 
before press time.

Woman ejected from 
vehicle during wreck

STANFORD — A woman 
was severely injured after 
being ejected from her vehi¬ 
cle during a wreck in 
Lincoln County Friday. 

Lonetta Stipe, 55, of 
Burnside suffered “quite a 
few life-threatening injuries” 
after her Ford pickup rolled 
over along U.S. 27 north of 
Stanford, Lincoln County 
Sheriff Curt Folger said. 

Stipe was headed north on 
U.S. 27 at about 1:30 p.m. 
when her vehicle ran off 
onto the right shoulder, 
Folger said. Stipe overcor¬ 
rected, crossed both lanes 
onto the southbound shoul¬ 


der, then overcorrected 
again, causing the truck to 
roll onto its top, he said. 

The truck traveled back 
across both lanes upside 
down before striking the 
northbound shoulder and 
beginning to roll, which 
caused Stipe to be ejected 
approximately 30-35 feet 
from the vehicle, Folger

Stipe was taken to Fort 
Logan Hospital and then air¬ 
lifted to the University of 
Kentucky, where she was 
initially listed in critical con¬ 
dition, Folger said. A hospi¬ 
tal spokeswoman confirmed 
Tuesday that Stipe’s condi¬ 
tion improved and she has 
now been discharged. 

Folger said his investiga¬ 
tion has not yet determined 
why Stipe initially lost con¬ 
trol of her vehicle. 

Traffic along U.S. 27 was 
routed around the scene of 
the wreck through a parking 
lot while the scene was 
cleared.

but then “brandished a 
firearm” and ran out the 
front of the store, according 
to law-enforcement 

accounts. 

Murphy encountered 
Stanford police officer Tim 
Morris at the gas station in 
front of Walmart, at which 
point Murphy allegedly 
opened fire on Morris’ 
cruiser. 

Morris, who had been 
responding to Walmart’s 
report of a shoplifter, 
returned fire, inj uring 
Murphy. According to eye¬ 
witness reports, Murphy 
continued to maneuver 
around vehicles and struc¬ 
tures on the gas station 
property even after being 
shot. 

Murphy was subdued and 
transported by helicopter to 
a Lexington hospital. Morris 
was not hit by any bullets, 
and there were no other 
injuries reported. 

The case against Murphy 
was delayed in April while 
Murphy underwent a com¬ 
petency evaluation to deter¬ 
mine if he could stand trial 
for the charges against him. 

Murphy’s motion to plead 
guilty came before Judge 
David Tapp at 10 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Carol Hill con¬ 
firmed Tuesday that her 
office was aware of 
Murphy’s plan to plead and 
she would be present for the 
plea on Wednesday, but 
declined to comment on the 
specifics of the deal until 
the case is closed. 

Murphy’s attorney, David 
Russell Marshall, did not 
return calls asking for com¬ 
ment on the case Tuesday.

A time to ponder

It was, indeed, an awe¬ 
inspiring moment. 

Immediately, upon anival in 
Manger Square in the heart of 
Bethlehem, we went to the 
Church of the Nativity at the 
east end of the square. Rebuilt 
in the sixth century following a 
fire that damaged the original 
church, the Church of the 
Nativity is one of the oldest 
Christian churches in the 
world. 

Approaching the main 
entrance to the church, one 
sees the remains of a large 
arched door. That door was 
reduced in size about 1500 
A.D. to keep persons from rid¬ 
ing horses into the church. The 
door that replaced it is so small 
that an adult has to stoop to 
enter the church. 

After entering the church, 
we were taken down a stair¬ 
way to a grotto below the east¬ 
ern end of the nave. That grot¬ 
to, forty feet long, sixteen feet 
wide, and ten feet high, is, tra¬ 
dition says, the place where 
Jesus was bom. A fourteen- 
point silver star marks the spot 
where that birth was supposed 
to have occurred. That star is 
inscribed with the Latin words: 
Hie de Virgine Maria Jesus 


Christus natus est. Translated, 
these words say, “Here Jesus 
Christ was bom of the Virgin 
Mary.” 

After a few solemnly spo¬ 
ken words of explanation from 
the guide, there was awful 
silence among the group. 
Then, one woman standing 
close to the star reverently 
knelt before it. After a 
moment, she bowed even 
lower and kissed the star. 
Then, with tears in her eyes, 
she arose. Other members of 
the group stepped closer to the 
star. Some knelt, others bowed 
their heads reverently, and 
everyone, in some way, 
showed deep emotion. 

That November afternoon, 
Christmas was more than a 
month away, but a small group 
of individuals felt in their 
hearts the true meaning of the 
season. Christmas is more than 
a time for merriment and gift 
giving. It is a time to ponder 
the birth of Jesus in 
Bethlehem, an event that split 
time into two distinct parts. 
Everything before that event is 
dated backward from it and 
noted as B.C (Before Christ), 
and everything after it is dated 
forward from it and noted as 
A.D. (Anno Domini).

Sheriff to blame for 
release of suspects 

This is in response to your article “Delayed Cases 
in Lincoln Set Suspects Free”. Which could have also 
aptly been titled “Sheriffs Catch and Release 
Approach to Law Enforcement”. The Sheriff essen¬ 
tially admits that most of the 20 defendants released 
early were released because his office failed to pres¬ 
ent cases to the Grant Jury in a timely manner. Three 
of these defendants were arrested on new charges 
when they should have been in jail, including Kevin 
Higgins, who is charged with brutally raping a 92 
year old woman. None of these crimes would have 
been committed if the Sheriff had done his job prop¬ 
erly. 

The Sheriff essentially failed to take responsibility 
for the problem, stating “the answer would be more 
manpower so we can stay on a case until it’s done.” 

I disagree, as apparently do the Commonwealth 
Attorneys in Lincoln and at least one surrounding 
county. The problem is not lack of manpower, which 
would require an increase in taxes or cuts in other 
county government services. The problem is lack of 
ethics, a lack of understanding of the criminal justice 
system and a lack of professionalism on the part of 
the Sheriff, resulting in a lack of training and super¬ 
vision of his deputies, mismanagement of his office 
and misalloaction of resources, including personnel. 

It is my understanding that it is common knowledge 
among all Law Enforcement Officers, except perhaps 
Curt Folger who was a Barber before taking office, 
that in most Felony Arrests all that is required to sat¬ 
isfy the “60 day rule” is to meet with the 
Commonwealths Attorney’s Detective when he comes 
to town the week before Grand Jury once each month. 
Give him a copy of the case file and a case summary. 
Then simply explain the case to the Grand Jury the 
following week. 

The solution to the problem is to Elect Chad Smith 
Sheriff, a man with both strong ethical values and a 
strong understanding of the Criminal Justice System. 
Having started his career in Law Enforcement as a 
Lincoln County Sheriff’s Deputy in 2005 and contin¬ 
uing to this day as a Danville City Police Officer, 
while continuing as a life long resident of Lincoln 
County. Chad Smith would be a Sheriff who is will¬ 
ing and able to both lead by example and properly 
train and supervise his deputies. Chad Smith would 
be a Sheriff who understands how to manage his 
office as a true professional and properly allocate 
resources in a balanced manner to both make arrests 
and obtain convictions, so that dangerous criminals 
remain in custody.

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Don't worry, Santa — the 
'war on Christmas' isn't real 


When I read that 52 per¬ 
cent of American adidts say 
they believe in Santa Claus 
(according to a survey from 
Public Policy Polling), I 
wasn’t surprised to learn in 
the same poll that 42 per¬ 
cent also believe there is a 
“war on Christmas.” 

After all (spoiler alert), 
both are figments of the 
imagination. 

Belief in Santa, at least, 
perpetuates a spirit of joy 
and goodwill. But the “war 
on Christmas” narrative, by 
contrast, does little more 
than stir up anger and ill 
will.

warriors condemn as part of 
the vast left-wing conspira¬ 
cy to drive Christianity from 
the public square. 

Yes, I recognize that 
there are knuckleheads out 
there who mandate “holi¬ 
days” and banish 
“Christmas” in ways that 
are unnecessary, silly and 
offensive to many people of 
faith. But do bungled 
efforts at “inclusion” rise to 
the level of an organized 
“war” against Christians? I 
don’t think so. 

In reality, the shift from 
the religious Christmas to a 
secular holiday is nothing 
new or planned. Cultural 
Christmas in America — 
celebrations that culture 
warriors insist we call 
“Christmas” — has had lit¬ 
tle to do with Christ for a 
very long time. From the 
emergence of jolly St. Nick 
in the 19th century to the 
economic engine of today, 
Christmas-sans-Christ has a 
life of its own in the popu¬ 



lar imagination. 

Consider “Miracle on 
34th St.,” a film made in 
1947 and re-watched annu¬ 
ally by millions or 
Americans. Like many of 
the other Hollywood 
Christmas movies, it has 
lots of Christmas spirit, 
gift-giving, warm-hearted 
family scenes — but nary a 
mention of the Reason for 
the Season. 

Hand wringing about 
Christmas without Christ is 
a time-honored tradition in 
American history, starting 
with the 17th century 
Puritans of New England. 
For our Puritan forbearers, 
December 25 feasts and cel¬ 
ebrations were an abomina¬ 
tion — a sinful holiday held 
on a day stolen from 
pagans, fdled with trees, 
mistletoe and other pagan 
trappings that have nothing 
to do with the birth of Jesus 
(which almost certainly 
took place at another time 
of year). 

Before the advent of 
church-state separation, 
Christmas was suppressed 
in New England. The 
Puritan “war on Christmas” 
was the real deal. 

Consider the rich irony, 
then, of latter-day 


Christians fighting to keep 
the Christian label on pagan 
rituals. If Christians on the 
front lines of the Christmas 
wars really want to reclaim 
Christmas for Christ, they 
could start by giving the 
pagans back their holiday 
and trees — and advocate 
re-naming the shopping 
mall Christmas “happy holi¬ 
days.” 

But truth be told, the 
Christmas wars are less 
about faith and Jesus and 
more about power and poli¬ 
tics. For many of the folks 
upset about “happy holi¬ 
days,” losing “Christmas” 
— however tacky the appli¬ 
cation of the label — is yet 
another sign of losing 
ground to a different, more 
religiously diverse America. 

For faithful Christians, 
however, loss of cultural 
dominance could ultimately 
mean gain for authentic 
religion. As “happy holi¬ 
days” takes over in the mar¬ 
ketplace, Christians can 
save “Christmas” for the 
Savior.

LAWRENCEBURG — The 
Lincoln County girls basketball team 
hung tough with state-ranked 
Anderson County Friday night, but 
not enough to earn the win. 

The Lady Patriots trailed by just 
three points with 2 minutes, 22 sec¬ 
onds to play in the game, however, the 
Lady Bearcats, ranked No. 1 in the 
state in several preseason polls, used a 
late 5-0 surge to pull away from 
Lincoln and set the team up for a 56- 
49 win. 

Lincoln coach Cassandra 
McWhorter said the Lady Patriots’ 
strong effort against their top-ranked 
host was exactly what she expected 
from her squad. 

“I told the girls I don’t expect any¬ 
thing less than for us to go out every 
ballgame we play to win. I don’t care 
who the opponent is, I don’t care what 
it says across their jersey. We come 
out to prepare and try to win the ball- 
game,” she said. 

Lincoln (2-2) trailed for most of the 
first half, falling behind 13-6 early in 
the second quarter. But the Lady 
Patriots broke on a 9-1 scoring run 
over a span of about five minutes to 
finally overtake the Lady Bearcats. 

Spencer Sims, who had 13 points 
and eight rebounds for Lincoln, kick- 
started the run with a free throw and 
Caitlin Adams followed with her own 
free throw toss before Cristin Hall 
drained a 3-pointer. Sims got the Lady 
Patriots within 14-13 with a putback 
in the paint then Caitlin Hall, who fin¬ 


ished with 10 points and five 
rebounds, scored off an Anderson 
turnover to nose Lincoln on top 15-14 
with 2:23 left in the first half. 

The Lincoln lead would be short¬ 
lived, though, as Anderson (5-0) 
closed the half with an 11-0 run. 
Corrine Robinson nailed two 3-point

Stewart punctuated the first-half scor¬ 
ing with her own triple to make it 25- 
15, Anderson, at the half.

HARRODSBURG - The 
Lincoln County boys came 
out on the losing side of the 
scoreboard in the Farmers 
National Basketball 

Showcase at Mercer County 
Saturday thanks to a barrage 
of 3-pointers by South 
Oldham. 

The Dragons (2-1) went 13 
of 29 from 3-point range in 
the game and they got hot 
early, bombing in eight treys 
in the first quarter to open a 
33-15 lead. 

And South Oldham never 
looked back, romping 80-53 
over Lincoln. 

“They came out on fire. 
They just came out and liter¬ 
ally shot the ball well,” 
Lincoln coach Jeff Jackson 
said. “We got deflated right 
from the beginning and didn’t 
have a lot of energy, and we 
didn’t step up and get stops.” 

South Oldham, led by for¬ 
mer Lincoln coach Steve 
Simpson, had four players hit 
double figures in the win, led 
by Drew Greenwood with 16 
points, earning 12 of his

McWhorter said. “That’s one 
thing I know about our girls, 
they’re not going to lay down 
and not going to give up no 
matter who they are playing.

“1 didn’t feel good at half¬

“We want to continue to 
improve on this. We can’t let 
our heads swell by any 
means,” she said.

played at the two and three 
seed even as a sophomore. 
And she was the one seed 
last year.”

mental preparation going into 
tonight’s game was better 
than what it had been,” 
Jackson said. 

Before the Patriots took the 
floor, Jackson had written a 
list on the dry-erase board in 
their locker room that includ¬ 
ed some of those things.

at Wayne. Freshman Noah 
Young made his first career 
start alongside four juniors 
and had eight points, three 
assists and only two turnovers 
in 21 minutes.

level, as the LCHS senior 
signed his letter-of-intent to 
play soccer for St. Catharine 
College Monday with his 
parents, Rick and Phyllis 
Humes, and his teammates 
looking on.

Give plants the right TLC 
to extend holiday pleasure 


Many different 
plants are available to 
brighten the holidays. 
Choosing healthy 
plants and taking prop¬ 
er care of them at home 
will allow you to enjoy 
these reminders of the 
holiday season for sev¬ 
eral months. 

Although the poin- 
settia is by far the most 
popular, consumers 
can choose from a vari¬ 
ety of holiday plants, 
including cacti, orna¬ 
mental peppers, cycla¬ 
men and Jerusalem 
cherry. Buy plants with 
undamaged foliage that 
has a crisp, bright 
color. Plants with some 
unopened flower buds 
will provide blooms 
longer in the season. 
Poinsettias should 
have small, tightly 
clustered yellow buds 
in the center. 

An important part of 
proper care begins 
before you get holiday 
plants home. These 
plants won't tolerate 
winter temperatures 
for an extended period 
of time. It's easy to let 
them get too cold by 
letting them sit in the 
car while you run other 
errands. So make your 
plant-buying stop the 
last before you go 
home. When a plant 
receives too much 
cold, the leaf edges 
will turn yellow and 
leaves will drop off. In 
extreme cases, it dam¬ 


ages the root system. 

Inadequate light is a 
major problem for hol¬ 
iday plants. Homes 
generally are darker in 
the winter because we 
have short days eight 
hours of sunlight or 
less and cloudy, rainy 
weather. Place holiday 
plants so the sun will 
fall on foliage a few 
hours each day. 

Giving plants 

enough water, but not 
too much, also is 
important. For most 
home situations, water 
about every five to 
seven days, or whenev¬ 
er the soil dries out. A 
plant might have ade¬ 
quate soil moisture 
even though the sur¬ 
face appears dry; so 
stick your finger into 
the soil about an inch 
to determine the mois¬ 
ture level. Of course 
how often you water 
also depends upon the 
type of plant. For 
instance, succulents 
like cacti and kalan- 
choes require less 
water than other holi¬ 
day plants. When a 
plant is wrapped in 
foil, poke a hole in the 
bottom of the foil so 
excess water will flow 
out the drainage hole. 
Discard excess water 
that collects in the 
drainage saucer. Put 
plants out of drafts and 
away from such heat 
sources as appliances, 
radiators and fireplaces 


that emit heat and can 
dry plants out. 

Use an ordinary 
houseplant fertilizer 
several weeks after 
bringing holiday plants 
home. Poinsettias, 
cacti, kalanchoes and 
cyclamen will remain 
colorful until February 
if they are cared for 
properly. You can keep 
these as houseplants 
after February by pro¬ 
viding the growing 
conditions they 

require. Poinsettias 
and cacti are relatively 
easy to maintain while 
kalanchoes and cycla¬ 
men are more difficult. 
Discard ornamental 
peppers and Jerusalem 
cherry plants because 
they won't flower 
again. 

With just a little 
Tender Loving Care, 
you can enjoy these 
holiday plants well 
into the winter season.

Hunters drawn for elk hunt 


Twenty-nine hunters have 
been drawn for a special 
hunt intended to assist 
landowners in areas with a 
history of elk damage prob¬ 
lems. Drawn hunters had to 
reside in one of the seven 
counties with an Elk 
Management Unit (EMU). 
Each hunter was randomly 
drawn from the pool of those 
who applied for the regular 
quota elk hunts. Hunters can 
check online at 
www.fw.ky.gov to see if 
they were drawn. 

The two Elk Management 
Units open for this hunt 
include Knott County EMU 


and Stoney Fork EMU. 
Nuisance elk complaints are 
the greatest in these units. 
Stoney Fork EMU includes 
sections of Clay, Leslie, 
Harlan and Bell counties. 
The Knott County EMU 
includes sections of Letcher, 
Knott and Floyd counties. 

Hunters may take antler¬ 
less elk in either unit. Only 
private lands are open for 
this hunt. All public lands 
within these EMUs are 
closed to elk hunting. 

Unless exempt, drawn 
hunters must have a hunting 
license and resident elk per¬ 
mit. Hunters may use any 


method legal for elk, includ¬ 
ing modern gun, archery, 
muzzleloader or crossbow.

• Read and follow all space heater and electric blanket instructions. 

• Check space heaters and electric blankets before use. Cords should not be frayed, brittle, or cracked. The blanket 
should not have any charred or dark areas. 

• Choose a space heater with a safety certification. You should look for the UL, ETL, or CSA mark on space heaters 
and electric blankets. These verify that the product has been tested for safety. 

• One of the biggest causes of fires is one of the most easily avoidable. Many fires start when flammable products are 
placed too close to heating devices, such as space heaters. Space heaters should be kept at least 3 feet from 
blankets, clothing, paper, and other flammables. 

• Place space heaters out of high-traffic areas and on a level, hard, non-flammable floor surface—NOT on carpets, 
furniture, or countertops.
